MiLwAUREE, Bept. 156.—Dlspalehes
this morning from a seore of northern
Wisconsin oities tell stories of gmi
loss by forest fires. Marshfleld, June-
tion City, Dexterville, Prentis, Spencer,
Medford, Rhinelander, Btevens Pulnt
and other places with a population of
from one to six thousand are surround-
ed by flames and are io the greatest
danger of being wiped out.
